Clerk from her attorney in Newport, 
Ky-, near which place—in the town of 
Dayton—Mrs. Borst Js residing with her 
son and daughter, the former 19 years 
o-f ag-c and the latter tfust budding inlo 
womanhood • 
Wife Contradicts 


In l.is complaint, Borst chirgred his 
wife with desc-itlon and stated that the 
children, although still in their minority, 
were well aJ>lp to provide for uid main- 
tain Uiemselves. 
Mrs. Borst's answer 
contradicts this and turns the tables 
on her husband by alleftfntr that in De- 
cember, 19CS, Boret wilfully abandoned 
and deserted, her and their children in 
Campbell county, Kentuckv. and went 
to Seattle and thence to California. The 
wife rtates that she has always 
been 
willing to come to him wltii their ehlt- 
dren and live with htm. and has 
often 
written to him her willingness to do -so, 
but at all times he has refused ftp send 
her money for that purpose or to permit 
her to come to him or to live ^ Ith him 
^ Mrs. Borst further alleges that Borst 
not only abandoned and deserted 
her 


ancj his children, but left them without 
any suitable provision for their 
main- 


tenance. 
She says that durlns all of 


the time he has been away from home 
he has contributed only $300 
towards 


the support of his family. This was paid 
in installments, the last of which was 
received by Mrs Borst in August, ^901. 
The wife says that Borst is an expert 
tile ano* marble setter, able to enni $6 
a "day at that trade, and that he Is at 
present engaged in the tile and marble 
business either in Saa Francisco or Oak- 
land, from which ho derives an income 
of not less than $300 a month. In ad- 
dition to this he has larse 
sums of 


money invested In the business and is 
amply able to properly provide foi 
his 


wife and maintain her 
and the chil- 
dren.

Threatened to Kill 


For several years prior to the 
time 


that Borst left home, Mrs Borst says, 
he struck, beat and choked her on nu- 
merous occasions and repeatedly threat- 
ened and attempted to 
kill her. He 


treated her In as horribly brutal, cruel 
and shameful manner as it Is possible to 
imagine, she charges, and was srulltv of 
consorting with numerous other women. 
With respect to this Mrs Borst par- 
ticularizes bv naming thr»" of her hus- 
band'? alleged affinities—Anna Kennedy 
of Parkersbure, W. Va.; Clara Elwood 
of Elwood, Ind., and Elizabeth Brighton 
of Cincinnati. 
In addition to this, she 
says Borst -would dissipate and waste 
his money and estate on these- and other 
women of reputed lewd character 
and 


would tantalize his, wife hy boasting of 
his unlawful relations with them. 


Mrs Borst therefore asks the court to 


deny her husband the divorce he is seek- 
ing, to compel him to paj her $100 a 
month for the support and maintenance 
of herself and the children and to it- 
ford her such other relief as may 
be 


deemed proper and just in the premises.

The crusade against common drinking cups 


which started in the church communion 
service 


and the introduction of individual cups has ex- 
tended in Kansas against the use of common 
drinking- cups on railroad trains, in railroad sta- 
tions, in public and private schools and in State 
educational institutions. On and after September 
1 the use of common drinking cups in these places 
in that State are forbidden by an order recently 
issued by the State Board of Health. 


This order is, however, not half as drastic as

death of the venerable citizen, Albert 


Paul ding Brayton,'at the advanced age of 82 years 
marked the passing of one of the sturdy builders 
of the State. He cut no figure in California poli- 
tics, save as an active member of the Vigilantes of 
1856 which was organized under the leadership of 
the late William T. Coleman to rid San Francisco 
of the lawless element with which the 'regularly 
'constituted legal authorities were unable to cope. 
Brayton is better known as one 6f the 'builders of 
California's industrial interests toward whose de- 
velopment he contributed as rrruch as any man of 
his time. The iron industries, in which he became 
personally interested at an early date, are particu- 
larly indebted to him. Associated with the late

the State Veterinary says they must be abolished 
as a necessary measure for the prevention of the 
spreading of glanders among horses. He claims 
that the public drinking trough is responsible for 
"the spread of this contagious disease which is now 


. assuming alarming proportions. He has, there- 


fore, appealed to the authorities of the various 
municipalities in the State to pass ordihances pro- 
hibiting the maintenance of these public drinking 
troughs. If they comply with the request it prob- 
ably means, also, the abolition of public drinking 
fountains which have been installed for the benefit 
of human beings, on a similar ground that the 
common drinking cups with -which they are equip- 
ped serve as media for the dissemination of contagi- 
ous diseases, to which mankind is su'bject. Where 
is the crusade which science has inaugurated 
for the prevention of disease contagion against in- 
stitutions established by the most humane prompt- 
ings for the relief of distress by thirst on the part 
of man and dumb brute going to end? Its tend- 
ency is seemingly toward extremes.

BERKELEY, June 26.—Declaring that 
instead of the commonly accepted theory 
that the moon -was thrown off the earth 
by rapid rotation, the reverse Is the case, 
and that the earth's pnlv satellite is ap- 
proaching it at the' rate of a quarter 
of an inch In a year and will in time 
become firmly -welded to the earth. Pro- 
fessor T. J. J. See, of the United States 
Naval Observatory of Mare Island, sprung 
a sensation before tho Astronomical So- 
ciet> of -the Pacific in the students' ob- 
servatory last night. 
He produced what he declared to be 
positive, proof that the moon Was never 
detached from the earth but was cap- 
tured by It as It was going through 
space by the attraction of the planet 
on which we live. 
The 
mathematical 
calculations wore made by Professor See 
from data furnished by the astronomers 
of the I-iick observatory, and his results, 
made known last night, were confirmed 
by photographs 'by the late Professor 
James E Keeler, formerly director of the 
Lick obsrevatory. 
Explains Discovery 


Professor See says of his 
new 
dis- 
covery. 
"In January of this year I 
was able to announce with confidence 
that the planets had all been captured 
bv the aun and not detached from that 
globe, as La Place supposed. 
The ex- 
treme roundness of the orbits was proved 
to be due to the secular action of the 
nebular resisting- medium formerly per- 
vading our system, which diminished the 
size of the orbits and at the samejtizne 
lendered them extremely circular. 
This 
new view of the mode of formation of 
the solar system has not been disputed 
anywhere,^-for the proof was conclusive. 
But the new theory was so different 
from that heretofore taught that It has 
aroused great Interest among men 
of 
science, both in this country and in Eu- 
rope. 
Now we have for the first time 
conclusive proof of the way In which 
the -satellites were raptured. 
It was 
clear to me last November that 
they 
had not been detached or thrown off 
from the planets, as La Place supposed, 
and as they had not been thrown off by 
lotatlort It was Jairlv clear that they 
must have been added on from the out- 
side or captured.

cer of the liver. He was given temporary 
relief from his sufferings and put to bed 
until morning, wh-ii it was decided to 
transfer him to the county hospltldJ in 
the hope of pi olon gins' his life,

In Many Wars 


Doan got his first taste of war In the 


American navy. He enlisted at the out- 
break of the Civil "War for sea service 
and found himself in the thick of the fray 
at the outset. He was with Farragut in 
Mobile bay, at the bombardment of Fort 
Fisher and in the naval campaigm in the 
Mississippi river, which resulted in the 
fall of Vlcksburg. 
Following the rebel- 


lion he was sent to Japan with the war- 
ships that went there to protect Ameri- 
can Interests during the Samurai rebellion 
that resulted in the overthrow of the 


• ancient feudal system in the land oC the 


chrysanthemum and established the pres- 
ent progressive dynasty upon the throne. 
Then he participated m the war that oc- 
curred between Chile and Peru in the 
?arly seventies. 


By this time Doan's thirst for adven- 


ture became deep-rooted and sent him ai 
i sailor into many strange ports.

roamed from one part of the world to the 
other until he finally found himself light- 
ing with the Boers against the British in 
South Africa.

Gronje when that warrior surrendered 
his forces to the Prltish and was deported 
by the latter to St. Helena with a host 
of other soldiers of the lost cause as a 
prisoner of war.

?earch for Diamonds 


Doan returned to South Africa and went 
prospecting1 for diamonds, but met with 
little success. Ho knocked about from pil- 
lar to post in arn unsuccessful effort to find 
a fortune hi the earth and finally, about 
nine months ago, came Into the port of 
San Francisco as a seaman 'before the 
mast. He went into the mountains back 
of San Bernardino on a prospecting lay, 
and after remaining- -there beveral months 
was stricken with an ailment of the feet 
which forced him to return to civilization 
for treatment. 
The few hundred dollars 


he had saved after all his years of wan- 
dering sifted rapidly tnrough his fingers 
in payment for medical and hospital ac- 
commodations, and when finally he was 
restored to health he went forth without 
money or frienSs and among strangers. 
Then came his present disability and now 
he is a charity charge and dependent up- 
on the county for whatever little comfort 
that will be his during the few days 
which remain until he Is called to his 
lathers.
